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FOR 60 MILES OF 
NEW CN. R. LINE 


Officials Come to City in Private Car to 
Discuss Building of Peace River Line 
—To Start Landing Line Soon 


Sixty miles of grade on the new 
Canadian Northern line towards the 
Peace River country, are to be complet- 
ed this year. That is the decision fol- 
lowing the return of the representa- 
tive of the Cowan Construction Com- 
pany from a survey of the work for 
some distance northwest of the cily. 

Coming in a private car from Win- 
nipeg, Messrs, J:;McKenzie, son of Sir 
William McKenzie, and Chas J. Merry, 
the heads of the Cowan Construction 
Gompaiy as re-organized «last fall, 
reached the city over the’G. N. KR. Sat- 
urday night, and went east again last 
evening, after conferring with con- 
tractors in the cilty.. The contracts for 
at least 60 miles of grade will be 
awarded shortly. Several of the large 
contractors in the city, are preparing 
to tender on some of the work, and it 
is understood that D, Fitzger ald, one 
of the well-known contractors in the 
city, will secure a large portion of the 
work. Mr. Fitzgerald also made a trip 
over the line, returning Saturday night. 

To Finish Landing Line. 
In addition to Messrs; McKenzie and 


Merry, A. R. Mann, head of the North- 
ern Construction Company, with his 
superintendent, G. V. Cummings, were 
in the city Saturday night. They had 
returned: from a trip over the Landing 
ines; Work, is.to commence on_ this 
line ag soon-as the weather allows, and 
the 30 miles of grade yet to complete, 
will be finished this summer, and the 
steel laid on the entire line. 

Preparations for the commencement 
of work on the main line west of Ed- 
monion are now being made.’ The Co- 
wan Construction Company have Jet 
100 miles in subs west of the Pembina, 
and will build another 100 miles: them- 
selves, carrying the line through to the 
Athabasca river this year. W. T. Par- 
sons, of Winnipeg, who has a sub on 
the main line under the Cowan Com- 
pany, js in the city today, He will 
build a streteh of the road, between 
the Pembina and the MeLeod,.

Diaz soldiers declare they lost only 
four men killed, two of whom were 
lieutenants who led the Federals in the 
chase,

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BAN IS PLACED 


No More “Common Drinking Cups’ in 


New York—Drastic Law Passed. 
New York, April 3.—After Octo- 
|ber 1, it will be unlawful to have a 
\ ‘common drinking cup,"’ in any pary, 
public building, factory, theatre, school 
‘railroad station or ferry house in this 
city, A regulation, adopted by the 
\hoard of health, as an additional sec- 
tion to the. sanitary code, rates the 
conunon drinking cup as a public nuis- 
ance and prescribes penalties to pre- 
vent its use, 

Commissioner Lederle in comment- 
ing upon the new ordinance points out 
that the public drinking cup jg now 
regarded as the most dangerous car- 
jrier of diphtheria, scarlet fever, {on- 
silitis, colds, influenza, tuberculosis, 
and other infectioush’ diseases. 

The health board's action follows an 
investigation in which baoterologistic 
examinations were made of the mois- 
ture adherent to the edges of the pub- 

\lic drinking cups, from various places 

in the city. The results fully demon- 

strated the danger of the transmission 
. of disease in this manner.

Strathcona will have the distinction

Official advises 
received here this state that Willie B.
